REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art, which includes, Berger et al. (US 4,046,063), Tateno et al. 
(US 4,889,144), Barnes et al. (US 5,469,871), Dorsey (US 5,549,124), Homburger (US 
3,297,038), and Irby Jr. et al. (US 3,390,686), disclose similar cigarette filter structures 
(Berger, see prior office action), and separately disclose the use of breakable capsules, 
including capsules with the diameter and flavoring agents specified in the instant claims. 
However, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method where the breakable 
capsule is affixed in a cavity by friction between the capsule and the filter material 
defining the cavity as currently claimed in the instant invention.
